“It was fashionable to be 
plump 200 years ago,” ac¬ 
cording to Nettie Tamler, New 
England Weight Watchers 
president, whose Bicentennial 
research has uncovered many 
weighty facts on the subject. 

What we consider “over¬ 
weight” today, was perfectly 
proper in revolutionary days. 
Plumpness may have been 
desirable as a status symbol 
designating the good life. 

Although Martha 
Washington’s excess weight did 
not become apparent until her 
later years, she was in fact 
food-conscious for most of her 
life. She was always concerned 
that General George 
Washington and his staff had 
enough to eat. Completely 
aware of the shortage of food at 
Valley Forge, Martha would 
appear from time to time in a 
coach laden with meats, 
poultry, puddings, cakes and 
the good spirits to go with them. 

Later, during the presidency, 
her state dinners left nothing to 
be desired. She was called 
“Lady” Washington in 
recognition of her gracious and 
somewhat sumptuary- way of 
life. 

Abigail Adams, wife of 2nd 
President John Adams was our 
first “no-nonsense” First Lady, 
even going so far as to hang the 
family wash in the huge East 
Room of the brand new White 
House. She liked good New 
England food and was 
somewhat disappointed when 
on moving into the White House 
she found that the kitchen was 
not yet equipped to properly 
prepare a full turkey dinner on 
Thanksgiving. 

But if you were to ask a young 
lady of fashion in the early 
1800’s who she would rather be, 
or who she admired most, she 
would undoubtedly say Dolley 
(not Dolly) Madison or “Queen 
Dolley” as she was known to the 
Washington society over which 
she ruled for many years. 

“She was," wrote Washington 
Irving, “a fine, portly buxom 
dame who had a smile and a 
pleasant word for everyone.” 

Just out of her teens she had 
been pursued by Aaron Burr. 
She was official White House 
hostess for Thomas Jefferson 
for two terms until she came to 
rule the White House on her own 
as wife of President James 
Madison. 

One historian wrote: “In the 
entire history of First Ladyhood 


until the time of Jacqueline 
Kennedy, nobody, but nobody 
has done the job with such flair 
and such success as Dolley.” 

When Dolley gave a party, 
few if any of the lady guests 
stinted in filling their plates. 
Why should they? Each wanted 
to look as portly and buxom as 
her hostess. 

Many of our early male 
patriots carried well-rounded 
figures. Benjamin Franklin was 
outstanding. The fact that a 
certain type of pot-bellied stove 
is called “The Franklin” is a 
tribute to his role as inventor. It> 
has no bearing on the fact that 


Ben. as ambassador to the 
Royal Court of France, 
cultivated his love of haute 
cuisine, thrived on it . . . and 
reflected it. 

Coincidentally it might also 
be added that the brand of ch- 
colates now carrying the name 
Dolly Madison, bears no 
connection to her buxom 
figure. It is just an historical 
coincidence. 

Over the years a change in 
figure fashions evolved. The 
status attached to the over-fed 
look disappeared completely. 
Our first ladies today think 
twice before they over indulge 


w ith certain toocis, particularly 
those containing starches and 
carbohydrates . . . and their 
slim figures show it. 

“In our Bicentennial 
research,” Nettie said, “we find 
that over the last 200 years our 
eating habits have changed. 
Our First Ladies are Weight 
Watchers in spirit. They are 
models for women everywhere. 
We feel that we must help those 
of their admirers who are 
seeking help, to become Weight 
Watchers in actuality’, for a 
more self-satisfying, healthy, 
active and fashionable way of 
life.”

Finally, fashion 
comes to frames 


Although Mohammedan 
priest first declared that coffee 
was an intoxicating beverage 
and banned it, later they found 
that it was proper that they 
should resort to this wakeful 
drug since the Prophet had 
said, “He who sleeps away half 
his life, lives only half his life.” 

The first introduction of 
coffee to Europe was in Venice 
around 1600. A coffee-house, 
called a caffe, soon apppeared 
and in 1609, many such shops 
were serving coffee to every 
type of professional and laborer 
in Venice. Ladies were found 
there only in the evening. 

Many did not approve of the 
coffee-house and its beverage. 
Some called the caffes dens of 
vice. Venetian priests claimed 
that coffee was the invention of 
the devil and petitioned Pope 
Clement VIII to forbid it to the 
Christians. The Pope tried it, 
pronounced that it was ex¬ 
cellent and “baptized” it. 

Coffee-houses sprang up all 
over in England in the 1650’s. 
The curiosity derived from 
travel books caused literary 
men to'visit them. The company 
and coffee kept them coming 
back. Thus, the coffee-houses 
soon became social centers. 
The coffee and company offered 
in the houses became a natural 
habit. In a short time certain 
groups formed at certain 
coffee-houses, where men could

A new tax-deferred 
retirement income savings plan 
for individuals not covered by 
an employer-sponsored pen¬ 
sion, profit-sharing or Keogh 
Plan has been introduced by 
Valley Bank. 

The. plan, called the In¬ 
dividual Retirement Savings 
Account (IRSA), allows an 
individual to set aside income 
each year, tax free, in an in¬ 
vestment savings program that 
will provide income at 
retirement. 

“The Valley Bank plan,” says

-- Individuals not par¬ 
ticipating in any other 
retirement program may 
contribute up to $1,500 or 15 
percent of total income, 
whichever is less, into a special

— No federal taxes are paid 
on the Individual Retirement 
Savings Account, either prin¬ 
cipal or interest, until 
retirement.
